The author of this discovery ii Signor 
Manzetti, of Aosta, the inventor of a cele­ 
brated .automaton. He transmits words 
with the ordinary telegraph wire, and with 
an apparatus more simple than that which 
serves to*day for dispatches. 
From this time henceforth two mer­ 
chants may communicate instantaneously 
their business affairs from London to Cal­ 
cutta, informing each other of their specu­ 
lations, agreements, etc. 
Numerous experiments have been made 
that have completely succeeded, and con* 
firmed the practical possibility of this dis­ 
covery. It also transmits perfectly the 
sounds of music, etc. 
He scarcely gave the reporter time to 
read this before he loaded him down with 
Italian papers of twelve years ago, full of 
laudatory notices of the invention oi|Man- 
zetli. Franconi, who is of Italian extract* 
ion, claimed the glory of tho discovery for 
Italy.

Reedsburg, Wis., April 8-T h e western 
bound passenger train on the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad met with a severe 
disaster and wreck at half past <5 this morn 
log, five miles north of hero, at bridge No. 
219, across Baraboo river. The bridge is 
located behind a curve,and as the train was 
rounding the curve the bridge was discov­ 
ered on fire. The air brakes were imme­ 
diately applied, but it was impossible to 
stop the train in time to avert the disaster 
that followed. At the point where fire was 
burning the bridge was about ten feet from 
the ground. The engine and the express 
and baggage car plunged off killing the 
fireman, Doty, instantly, and fatally injur­ 
ing the engineer, Marcellus Dents. 
The 
express and mail matter immediately took 
on fire aod burned entirely up. 
The ex­ 
press messenger had just time to grab the 
money—$300,000 and leap. 
The smok­ 
ing car plunged off, and one end rested on 
the ground, the distance to the ground 
being so short. This car held the other 
three coaches back, and they remained on 
the track. There were but few passengers, 
and none of them were Injured. The sup­ 
position is that tho two o’clock ircignt 
last night set fire to the bridge, and so 
weakened it that it could not support the 
train. Wrecking trains were at once dis­ 
patched to the scene of the disaster, and 
travel will be resumed within twelve hours.

Lord Derby so far aban­ 
doned his previous reserve as to state dis­ 
tinctly thai the calling out of the reserves 
was not his ociy reason for resigning his 
portfolio, 
but measures oi far., greater 
moment had tbeen resolved upon. 
What 
these were he declined to say. but enough 
can be gathered to mako it certain that 
England is only waiting Russia’s reply 
to Lord Salisbury’s note before dispatch­ 
ing an expeditionary force to some point 
in Asia Minor. This information tallies 
exactly with my dispatches for the past 
ten days, which were based upon state­ 
ments from such an authority as to satisfy 
me of their correctness at the time ut Lord 
Derby’s resignation. It is only a question 
of time when Lord Beaconsfield shall de­ 
cide that such an expedition shall be dis­ 
patched, and the orders to the fleet pre­ 
viously telegraphed you are simply beld in 
abeyance until the diplomatic game has 
been ended satisfactorily.
